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33. A method according to Claim 19, wherein said gram negative bacterial 
species are selected from the group consisting of Pasteurellaceae; Neisseria; 
Haemophilus; Salmonella; and Escherichia. 

34. A method according to Claim 28, wherein the bacterial infection is a 
meningococcal infection. 



Support for the foregoing amendments is replete throughout the specification. 
The amendments to claims 3, 4, 5, 8 5 13, 14, and 17 were made merely to change the 
claim dependencies.

These 
changes are believed to introduce no new matter, and their entry is respectfully 
requested.
